FOREIGN EXPORT DUTIES ON 
RAGS, , 
Italy; Russia and France are the three 
countries which produce the main supply of 
rags for consumption in the United States 
though 


other European 


a large amount is also obtained from 
countries. The export 
duties levied by the governments of these 
states vary according to circumstances and 
are regulated by the individual fancy of the 
different legislators by whom they are en- 
forced. As these export duties are practi- 
cally a part of the cost of the rags it is a 
matter of considerable importance to our 
paper manufacturers and dealers to know 
the extent of this tax on their supplies. 

In Italy, which ranks first among rag pro- 
ducing countries abroad, the duty is nine 
lira per hundred kilogrames, which is equal 
to $2.16 for 220 American pounds. 

Russia levies an export duty of forty-five 
kopecks per pound, which is equivalent to 
thirty-three cents currency, for thirty-three 
American pounds. 

The duty levied by France varies accord- 
ing to circumstances. On shipments to the 
seven or eight countries with which France 
maintains a commercial treaty, the rate is 
eight francs per one hundred kilogrames, or 
To 
other countries, including the United States, 


nearly the same as the Italian duty. 


the rates are about fifty per cent. extra. 

The Aastrian duty is three silver florins 
for 100 pounds, equal to 48} cents in gold 
per 123 American pounds. 

Turkey charges three per cent. on value 
ad valorem. 


Germany 13 thalers per 100 


pounds, equivalent to $1.20 gold,

American pounds. The export duties en- 
forced in Germany are almost prohibitory on 
rags from the interior, owing to the high 
cost of transportation to the sea-coast, so 
thet more fine than coarse rags get to port 
and are shipped to other countries. 

Spain has a totally prohibitory duty on 
rags, but they are smuggled to a considera- 
ble extent among shipments of

' MAKING PAPER. 

Continual efforts are being made to produce 
paper economically, from materials less costly 
than rags, which cannot be gathered in suffi- 
cient quantity to meet the demands of society. 
All sorts of plants possessing a tenacious fibre 
have been the subject of experiment. Finally 
wood, poplar and willow, principally, is the 
source from whence coarse wrapping and con- 
siderable for newspapers is fabricated. The 
Austrians succeed admirably with corn husks, 
and lately a patent has been secured for making 
excellent paper from potato vines. If this last 
succeeds, as has been anticipated, paper ought 
to be the cheapest article in market—even 
cheaper than straw paper, the cost being less 
to reduce it to pulp, Wasps are admitted to be 
the oldest paper makers—and they always use 
the same material, But here comes the rub— 
we can’t find out what it is, Almost all other 
secrets have been discovered, but these lively 
insects with stings in their tails keep mum. 

Probably their paper, which has no parallel 
fibres, but is more like an animal membrane 
when dry, receives its peculiar character from 
being mixed with sizy secretion from the body 
of the wasp. There is just as much mystery 
in regard to the material out of which spiders 
spin their webs, In their case, however, it is 
first a fluid secreted in appropriate organs, 
from whence it is extruded, hardening into an 
elastic thread the moment it is exposed to the 
air.—G. P. Rowell & Co's Reporter.

NEW METHOD OF TREATING WOOD FOR THE 
MANUFACTURE OF PULP FOR PaPER.—M. 
CATTELL.—This consists in boiling the wood 
well washed, in the form of shavings, saw dust, 
&c., in a solution of borax, ammonia, or potas- 
sa, and phosphate of an alkali, a solvent for the 
resin in the wood, such as benzol, naptha, or 
bisulphide of carbon, being also added. The 
wood after boiling in this mixture for six hours, 
is then treated with sulphide of calcium, or 
sulphide of sodium, prepared by fusing flowers 
of sulphur with caustic soda, or lime, and after 
this treatment may be bleached with chloride 
of lime, or sulphurous acid to the desired 
whiteness,

BLEACHING OF LINEN, HEMPEN GooDs, 
erc., By MEANS OF PERMANGANATES, —TESSE 
pE Moray.—The residues from the manufac- 
ture of chlorine, consisting chiefly of chloride 
of manganese, are treated with chalk to pre- 
cipitate the iron; after separating the liquid 
from this precipitate by decantation, the man- 
ganese is precipitated as sesquioxide by lime. 
This last by heating with soda in a current of 
air gives the green manganate of soda. The 
mass contains 50 to 60 per cent. of pure man- 
ganate. On mixing it with sulphate of mag- 
nesia and adding water, a solution of permanga- 
nate is obtained. The principle on which the 
bleaching depends is the deoxidation of the per- 
manganate in contact with the coloring matters 
accompanying vegetable or animal fibres. A 
deposit of oxide of manganese is formed on the 
goods, which by the action of sulphurious acid 
is converted into sulphate of the protoxide, and 
may be washed out, leaving the goods white. 
The sulphurous acid is prepared by heating 
dry copperas with sulphur to a low red heat.

For several years it has been known that as a 
result, of heating mixture of chlorhydric acid, 
gas and oxygen, the oxygen combined with the 
hydrogen, formed water and set chlorine at 
liberty ; but the amount of chlorine obtained 
was very small. M. H. Deacon claims that by 
soaking pieces of brick witha solution of 
a salt of copper, the sulphate of copper for in- 
stance, this body acts by catalytic force, pro- 
vokes the decomposition of the gases but is not 
modified itself. The temperature required is 
from 700 to 750° F. 

If it is true as the author affirms, that the 
process is actually being carried on upon a vast 
scale and satisfactorily, it will probably exert a 
great influence on bleaching and all other 
industries using chlorine and chloride of lime.

PURIFICATION OF WATER USED IN MILL& 


Translated from a communication of M. Féron 
to the Board of Trade at Roubaix, France, 


The question of the purity of water is of 
extreme importance. Mr. Barreswil has said: 
‘‘ The foreign substances suspended or dissolved 
in the water, render the substance which we 
prepare impure or spoil it altogether; it may 
tarnish or spot the goods which we endeavor 
to cleanse by scouring; it may modify or ruin 
the color of the tissues, or change the character 
of the mordant; it may retard evaporation and 
thus cause loss of fuel or change of material. 
It will, consequently, be admitted that it pos- 
sesses great interest to manufacturers to know 
the nature of the impurities which the water 
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contains, and also the means of purification 
adapted to their wants. The ordinary or natu- 
ral impurities of waters, are insoluble matters 
or insoluble principles; they are retained in 
reservoirs, from which the water is drawn off, 
(after the insoluble substances have settled) 
or by filtering; the soluble principles may be 
neutralized by a chemical which combines with 
them, or precipitated, say by carbonic or sul- 
phuric acid or lime; or modified by the action 
of heat, which decomposes them as in the case 
of bi-carbonate of lime.” Several reagents have 
been proposed for eliminating the salts of lime:

THE RISE IN PAPER IN ENGLAND, 


The articles in the manufacture of paper are 
advancing so heavily in price that the penny 
papers lose (as far as the paper is concerned) 
by every copy they sell. The London penny 
papers are paying something like £400 a week 
more for their paper than they paid in Febru- 
ary. And the cry is, ‘‘The price will be 
higher, There is a panic. Every newspaper 
of large circulation is laying in a stock. Prices 
are added to the advertisements to supply the 
gap. Inferior stuff, which no newspaper 
manager would look at some three months ago, 
is taken without a murmur. The rise com- 
menced, some three months since. It was the 
result of a ‘‘ conspiracy,” and a combination of 
upwards of 100 paper makers met and entered 
into an agreement not to supply paper at less 
than certain rates,—considerably above those 
which were in vogue. The advance extended 
to all descriptions of paper, from the lordly 
sheet which is ‘‘ gorgeously” illuminated for 
the Christmas annual, to the blotting paper 
upon which the school-boy scribbles his sweet- 
heart’s name. Never has a combination of 
paper makers held together so long. Hitherto, 
some of the smaller men have acted independ- 
ently, and have kept their mills going by taking 
reasonable prices; but, at the present moment, 
the ‘‘ gang” have nearly silenced them. Three

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method, then, in order to bring neglected or ill- 
used lands into an efficient state of cultivation is to 
have two collections, with proper supervision and 
trustworthy labor, for the first two or three years, 
and, aftera little time, the esparto getting into a 
more healthy and vigorous state, will shoot 
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
